As Wealth increafes, Expences muft “in- 
creafe; and this makes Trade —— Again, 
As the Produce increafes, it wil) maintain 
and employ more Hands: This will raife 
the Value of Labour ; raifing the Value of 
Labour encourages the Poor to work for 
*tis Wages makes Men diligent: The 
‘Reward of Indufiry makes Men induftri- 
ous —— Two things only engender Sloth 
in the World, Pride and Poverty-— En- 
couragement to Labour, Advance of Wages, 
aod Plenty of Food removes the Laft —— 
fis to the Firft, even Pride it felf will Roop 
to Induftry, where that Indufrvy meets 
with Encouragement. 

But what Heart has Mankind to Labour,
